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1. Claims 4, 6, 12-21, 23 and 27-29 are pending. 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention, 

3. Claims 4, 6, 12-21, 23 and 27-29 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
because the specification, while being enabling for treating a reproductive disease that is related 
to egg laying or fertilization, does not reasonably provide enablement for treating 

cystic hyperplasia. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to use the invention commensurate in scope 
with these claims. 

Applicant's arguments received 6-25-04 have been fully considered but are not found 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that cystic hyperplasia is related to fertilization and so therefore 
inhibiting fertilization with the zona pellucida composition the condition is treatable. 

However in reviewing Applicant's references it is clear the reproductive structures do 
reorganize during a typical estrus cycle in chickens and that in humans cystic hyperplasia rarely 
leads to cancer, although sometimes it does. Since Applicant is attempting to provide a nexus 
between cystic hyperplasia and fertilization the Examiner reviewed treatment methods for cystic 
hyperplasia and found that the Merck Manual for Diagnosis and Therapy clearly states that cystic 
hyperplasia, a possible cause of dysfimctional uterine bleeding, is treated by inhibiting the 
menstrual cycle with medroxyprogesterone, not by inhibiting fertiUzation. In other words 
fertilization and the resulting pregnancy does not cause cystic hyperplasia, so inhibiting it would 
not be expected to treat it.
